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With regard to Applicant's argument that Hatakenaka' s signal processing unit 3 is 
different from the claimed computer system, Examiner respectfully traverses. According 
to claim 1, "the computer system comprising: an operating system having an upper layer 
for controlling a graphical device interface, and a lower layer for controlling input/output 
activities", Hatakenaka was not relied upon for this teaching, admitted prior art was. 

With regard to Applicant's argument that the digital camera of Hatakenaka is not 
capable of generating device-dependent print data, which is suitable for only specific 
types of printers, Examiner respectfully traverses. The digital camera would have to 
generate device-dependent data in order to successfully record on the printer. In addition, 
the claim language does not support Applicant's argument "which is suitable for only 
specific types of printers". In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to 
show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which 
applicant relies (i.e., generating device-dependent print data, which is suitable for only 
specific types of printers) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

In conclusion, the rejection of claim 1 is proper and all claims depending from 
claim 1 stand rejected.
